about 3,000 miles across. On Jupiter it 
would be ab* jt 33.000 miles across. 
The Pacific ocean stretched to the scale 
of Jupiter would 
be 120,000 miles 
broad, and the sw iftest ship yet built 
driven continually at top speed would 
require six weeks to cross It. 
If the city of New York occupied the 
same relative spin e on Jupiter that it 
does on the earth it would be 175 railes 
long from the Battery to Yonkers line, 
i equal to the actual distance between 


I New York and Baltimore. 
Everything 
( would be stretched In similar propor­ 
tions. 
The avenues w’ould be a thou­ 
sand feet wide and office buildiugs 
1 several thousand feet high. The height 
of the Metropolitan tower would be 
i nearly a mile aud a half, 
j 
One naturally thinks of the inhabit­ 
ants. Would they be constructed on the 
same Brobdingnagian scale? 
If they 
were, an ordinary 
man on Jupiter 
would be about sixty feet tall. 
Some 
of the big Broadway policemen might 
measure seventy feet in their stockings. 
But a man seventy feet tall would 
on the earth weigh at least 200,000 
pounds, while on Jupiter, where the 
force of gravity Is more than tw’o and 
a half times as great as on the earth 
(2.Go), his weight would be GSO,OOO 
pounds! 
This is evidently more than flesh and 
blood could bear, aud, accordingly, it 
has generally been assumed that the 
inhabitants of immense worlds like 
Jupiter (if there be any) must be small­ 
er instead of larger than those of the 
earth, for otherwise they could not 
even stand erect. 
If we suppose the 
proportion of size to he Inverse to that 
of the force of attraction, or the grav­ 
ity, then nu average inhabitant ol Jupi­ 
ter ought to be but little more than two 
feet tall. 
These considerations, however, do 
not affect the area of the geographical 
features of the planet; but, on the con­ 
trary, they make it possible to calcu­ 
late for Jupiter an almost incredible 
population. 
If Jupiter had continents 
of the same relative size as ours, con­ 
taining the same number of inhabit­ 
ants per unit area, it could hold, with­ 
out being any more crowded than the 
earth, a hundred ami eighty thousand 
million Inhabitants. 
But if the inhabit 
ants were mere dw arfs the number 
might be increased to a thousand thou­ 
sand millions without straining the pro­ 
ductive energies of the planet to main 
tain them. 
These calculations have been given 
merely iu order to make the size of 
Jupiter as compared with the earth 
more strikingly apparent and not be­ 
cause there is any reason to think that 
Jupiter actually has any continents or 
oceans or any Inhabitants resembling 
men and women. 
The fact is that J u ­ 
piter appears to l>e a globe which has 
not yet solidified. 
It is, as I have said, 
1,300 times larger than the earth, but 
it is ouly SIG times heavier, which 
shows that its mean density is only 
about a quarter of that of the earth. 
As far as the telescope shows Jupiter 
is an enormous globe of clouds, with-

not only a feeding ground for the fly, 
but also a prolific breeding place. One 
pound of horse manure will raise 2,500 
perf ctly good flies, while the millions 
of tons of stable refuse that are pro­ 
duced yearly In this country will breed 
these Insects In such numbers as to 
beggar computation. 


W here Horses Figure. 
The trouble is that horses are asso­ 
ciated with the habitations of man. 
Chicago 
alone 
has 
nearly 
100,000 
horses stabled and living among and 
around our dwelling places. 
The ex­ 
cretions from these animals are In evi­ 
dence everywhere and, together with 
the accompanying stable refuse, aro 
sufficient to breed over 10,000,000,000 
flies every day. Therefore, In order to 
exterminate the fly in Chicago, every 
man, woman and child In that city 
would have to kill about 5,000 flies a 
day to check the daily augmentation 
to the fir population that this filthy 
m atter is capable of breeding. 
And 
this does not take into account the ref­ 
use that Is produced in the kitchens 
of our houses or in the stockyards or 
the provision stores, etc. 
Obviously a campaign of exterm ina­ 
tion by the application of the “fly sw at­ 
ter" or the use of fly papers and traps 
is impossible. 
We must strike at the 
root of the evil by removing the cause. 
Let us be more sanitary in our envi­ 
ronments. 
Very obviously one of the 
most im portant things to be accom­ 
plished is the total banishment of the 
horse from our thickly settled commu­ 
nities. 
And It is fortunate that the 
advent of the motor wagon and the 
automobile will enable this to be 
done with greatly increased econo­ 
mies In other directions as well.—Pow­ 
er Wagon.

from 
short stapled 
carded 
wools, 
whose fibers in the process of carding 
have been made to overlap each other 
so as to become closely matted or felt­ 
ed, while worsted goods are made 
from long stapled wools th at have 
been carded and then combed till the 
fibers lie as straight and parallel as 
possible.
